LICENCES, 


DECISION AT HOWTH. 
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The question of endorsing publicans’ licences 
was raised again in the Howth District 
Court yesterday, when District Justice 
McCann ‘fined a defendant £5 for allowing 
drink to be consumed on his premises during 
prohibited hours and decided that the con- 
Viction should be recorded. 

The same question is at present engaging 
the attention of the judges of the High Court, ' 
and, referring to this fact, Mr. McCann said 
that he was disposed at first to reserve his 
judgment until the High Court had deter- 
mined the matter. On further consideration, 
however, he convinced that to delay 
action would be to take a mistaken view of 
the duty of a District Justice. His duty, 
as he conceived it, was to hear and determine 
the matter before him, irrespective of what 
might might not be decided in another 
case before another tribunal. 

lt was contended in this. case 
Act of 1924 did not direct the Justice to 
endorse the licence on conviction for per- 
mitting intoxicating liquor to be consamed 
on hcensed premises after hours by a person 
who was not a Lona fide traveller. This view 
was supported by the argument that, while 
in the schedule to the Act, which set out 
the list of offences that must be recorded, 
Section 78 of the Act of 1872 mentioned and 
referred to such an offence, yet in this 
schedule the words,and figures ' Section 78 ” 
were followed by the. words in brackets 
“which imposes a penalty for selling drink 
during prohibited hours.” 

Lhe argument then was that 
sumption during prohibited 
offence differing from that of selling, and 
was not perfurce of the statute to be re- 
corded. But, in his opinion, the words 
‘which imposes a penalty fo rselling drink 
during prohibited hours” were merely 
superfluous, at most, indicative words, 
introduced, no doubt, for the benevolent pur- 
pose of sugwesting to the District Justice the 
character of the offences with which the 
enactment referred to was conversant. 

In his opinion, this maimed or incomplete 
description of an enactment in a schedule 
could not cut down the operation of that 
enactment. lí it could it would add yet 
another embarrassment to the evils of legis- 
lation by reference. Section 16 of the Act 
of 1924 provided that ‘‘ where the holder 
of a licence is convicted of an offence 
against any enactments mentioned in 
the first the conviction 
shall be recorded.’’ Reference then must be 
made to the schedule to ascertain riot the 
“offences,”’ but the ‘enactments,’ and the 
“ enactments’ there set out included Section 
78 of the principal Act, which made it an 
offence to intoxicating liquors 4to be 
consumed on licensed premises during pro 
hibited hours. 

Taking the internal evidence furnished by 
the Act of 1924, he found, firstly. that 
endorsement was made mandatory in every 
case in which endorsement was made manda 
tory by the Act of 1872, and, secondly, that 
Sections 21 and 22 of the Act of 1874. which 
required the magistrate to consider the pre 
vious record ol the defendant before endorsing 
the licence, repealed. this, taken in 
conjunqon with the fact that the evils sought 
to be remedied were those arising out of the 
lax administration of the licensing code by 
the ct erced him to the conclu- 
sion that the magistrate was in future to have’ 
no latitude for laxity of administration. 

In his opinion, the furthest the argument 
could he pressed Was that the words in the 
schedule were equally capable of two inter- 
pretations; but no words capable of any 
equivocal interpretation were to be found in 
the 16th Section of the Act itself. Therefore 
he thought that he was bound to endorse in

A suggestion that the Douglas Commis- 
sion had ceased to function, and that its 
report, which recommended certain 
alterations, had been “ ignominiously 
torn up,” gave rise to a storm of criticism 
of Government policy at the annual con- 
ference of the Post Office Workers’ Union, 
held yesterday in the Mansion House, 


Dublin. 

The President of the Union (Mr. W. Wilson, 
Blackrock), who brought up the subject, de- 
clared that the attempt to brush aside the 
conciliation machinery could lead only to dis- 
trust and dissatisfaction. The Douglas report 
had been, rejected, but it was the intention of 
the postal workers to hold fast to it no matter 
what Government might be in power. Mr. 
Norton, General Secretary, suggested that “ it 
should be. made perfectly clear to the Govern- 
ment that they will not be allowed any more 
walks-over in their attacks on postal workers’ 
conditions.”’ 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

In the end the Conference adopted.a reso- 
lution condemning the Government for its 
failure to give effect to the Douglas Commis- 
sion recommendations, and. instructing « the 
Executive to press for the application of the 
renort in its entirety. 

The Executive wag further instructed to 
open negotiations to secure the claims of the 
staff not reported og by the Douglas Com- 
mission, : 

a resolution demanding fall civil rights for 
all civil servants was then moved. and !

NO CONCILIATION. 

In place of the Douglas Commission recom- 
mendations there had been introduced, said 
the Chairman, “a so called re organisation 
scheme.” It was no‘ wonder, — an inde- 
pendent report had been tre in such a 
manner. that distrust should arise in the 
minds of all workers, and that this, in turn, 
should lead to hesitation to take part in con- 
ciliation or arbitration boards of any kind. 
man's word was his bond, and this, he 
thought, applied with greater force to govern- 
ments. He called upon the present Govern- 
meut to adopt Part I, of the report and let 
the Commission resume sittings. Th 
settin- up of conciliation. machinery, as sug- 
gested by the Douglas Commission, had been 
brushed aside, and he doubted whether those 
who rejected it understood the meaning of the 
word “ conciliation.”’ 

Because of these breaches of faith and the 
extraordinary promotions ‘which had taken 
place, it was surprising, the Chairman 
adde}. that manv good servants of the State 
were availing themselves of Article 10 of the 
Treaty.

THE REPAIRS CLAUSE. 

Mr. S. Kyle proposed an amendment, the 
effect of which provided that landlords should 
lied to carry out ‘repairs, and, if 
they did not do so, that the 1 r cent. for 
repairs payable by tenants be sifonded. 

‘Sir Dawson Bates said that the Govern- 
ment could snot accept the amendment, for 
the simple reason that they did not consider 
it necessary. Another clause gave tenants 
ample protection against landlords not carry- 
ing out repairs. e pointed out that the 15 
per cent. was not the total amount for re- 
pairs, but only the difference in price com- 
pared with pre-war repair costs. 

Mr. Devlin said that he did not understand 
why such an eminently fair amendment was 
not accepted. He commented upon the fact 
that not a single amendment to the bill had 
been accepted by the Home Minister, whereas 
on the wet and Poisons Bill about 
twenty amendments were moved by the Home 
Minister himself, in order to meet the wishes 
of the various interests concerned. That 
was an example of Ministerial and adminis- 
trative pride being put on one side to meet 
objections. 

Sir Dawson Bates—We have made a con- 
cession of 10 per cent. reduction in the charge 
for repairs. 

Mr. Devlin—But 
stands. 

Messrs. Grant, Kyle, Beattie and McMullen 
angeetee the amendment. 

. McMullen said that the Government, 
with its majority, couJd carry any clause, no 
matter how wnreasonable it might be, but it 
the Government continued to pass ant 
working-class legislation there would be swift! 
retribution. 

Sir Dawson Bates nointed out that thev 
were not increasing the burden on tenants by 
the change from 25 to 15 per cent. for repairs. 
In England tenants had to pay 25 per cent. 
The public health authorities-could issue cert- 
ficates compelling landlords to keep houses 
in repair. 

Mr. Grant said that was much 
hope of getting the public health authorities 
to grant certificates as there was of getting 
the Government to accept amendments. 
(Laughter. ) 

Sir Dawson Rates sdid that tenants could 
refuse to pay the 15 per cent. if the repairs 
were not done, and appeal to the Court.

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LABOUR'S CHALLENGE. 

Mr. Gyle (Independent Unionist 
an amendment regarding the 
houses which people bought 
occupation.

ROAD CONSTRUCTION, 


DUBLIN COUNTY SURVEYORS 
ON METHODS AND COSTS. 


Mr. J. A. Ryan, B.A.I., County Surveyor, 
Dublin, at the recent meeting of the Irish 
Ltistrict of the Institution of Municipal and 
County Engineers, read a paper entitled, 
‘Some Notes on Road Construction,” in the 
course of which he outlined the most impor- 
tant points which an Irish road surveyor oF 
engineer would have to deal with in 
inaugurating a scheme for the improvement 
of Irish roads to-day. The views put for- 
ward, he said, were presented solely with a 
view to existing conditions in this country, 
and, in expressing some opinions on modern 
forms of road construction, the writer con- 
fined himself to types of construction suitable 
in the rural districts of the country. 
Mr. Ryan proceeded to say that the 
average price for a reinforced 6-inch cement 
concrete road will vary between 10s. and 
lls. 6d. per super yard on a roadway 24 feet 
wide. This means an expenditure of £7,064 
to £8,056 per mile. Such an expenditure, in 
the writer's opinion, is at present out of the 
question for rural districts. 
The prices for natural asphalt roadway, two 
coat work and single coat work, are somewhat 
the same as the prices given above for concrete, 
and. for the samc reason, the writer does not 
think that the consideration of either of these 
classes of work should at present serve any 
useful purpose. 
For the majority of country roads in this 
country tar or bituminous macadam or some 
other form of tar or bituminous bound road 
will, in the writer's opinion, fulfill the re- 
quirements of the traffic for some years. 


TAR AND BITUMINOUS MACADAM., 


The writer does not advocate the use of 
plain tar-macadam, as he considers that a 
better material can be obtained by” the use 
of a percentage of bitumen. The percentage 
of bitumen used in practice varies from 40 
per cent. to 100 per cent. The writer has at 
present in hands the construction of about 
12 miles of bituminous macadam, and re- 
ference to this work, which is actually in 
progress at the ‘present time, may be of in- 
terest. 

The specification is briefly as follows :— 


Aggregate : 2” to $'' crusher run andesite 


and limestone. 


Matriz : 40 per cent. of No. 2 R.B. Tar, 
60 per cent. Mexphalte. 


The stone is crushed in a 20 x 10 crusher, 
elevated to a rotary screen; then passed to 
a drier, is heated, and semana to the 
mixer, which in one case is of the paddle 
type, and another of the rotating cone type. 
The mixed aggregate is then carted to the 
roadway, spread and rolled while warm. A 
light layer of 4” chippings is then brushed 
into the roadway and this rolled in; the rwad 
is then sealed and given a final coating of 
chippings. - 


This form of in the 


construction will, 
opinion of the writer, solve many of the 
problems confronting Irish surveyors, and 
will give a life from seven to ten years if 
properly maintained. 
BITUMINOUS GROUTED ROADWAY. 
The grouting method of procuring a 
bitumen-bound road pres nts several favour- 
able features to those about to embark on 
some of the more modern forms of road con- 
struction. The chief points are :— 

1. No plant is needed, except a bitumen 
boiler ial a steam rolling plant.

CONCRETE WONDERFUL. 

The opinion was expéessed by Major Harry 
Barnes in a tecture before the Surveyors 
Institution in ‘London that there were no 
building materials which excelled those tim 
common use to-day, and that in the search 
for new methods of construction they were 
at most trying to find the second best. 

Major Barnes said that there had been no 
thing like the search for new building 
materials since the Quest of the Holy Grail, 
and it was not because the older materials 
had failed. He did not hesitate to describe 
this search as a miserable evasion by every 
Government since 1918 of its real duty and 
an abject confession of bankrupt statesman- 


ship. 

The lecturer, who is a member of the Moir 
Committee set up to consider alternative 
methods of construction, reviewed the official 
efforts made since 1919, which had resulted 
in the terection in England of some 19,168 
houses, #ith various forms of concrete con- 
struction, steel. framing, timber, or brick and 
eonerete. . It had. now been reluttantly ad-

Barres. said that 
there was a Spartan simplicity about the 
Weir house that appealed to him more than 
the Corinthian profusion promised by the 
Burney product. Lord Weir had done a sér- 
vice by the attention he had concentrated on 
the details of small house design, and he 
would give Lord Weir any number of orders 
on one condition—that he used no steel. It 
Lord Weir would, in this emergency, give 
them a weather-boarded, wood-lined house, he 
promised him a market beyond his dreams, 
and if it were of wood he weuld join in 
urging that the Government should give sub 
stantial guarantees to secure mass-production. 
The shifts they were being driven to were 
due to not taking steps to increase their pro 
vision of the materials and labour they had 
so long employed., and there was no evidence 
eto show that the new methods were likely 
to be any more economical than the old. His 
conclusion was that it was not really 
courageous or wise to chase fnese willy-o -the 
wisp substitutes, which would lead to nothing 
but difficulties and disappointments. No 
selfish interest, either of capital or labour, 
should be allowed to deprive the country ot 
a form of construction native alike to its 
resources and. its needs.

TRANSPORT .PROBLEMS. 


ROADS AND AERIAL SERVICES. 


Rail, road and air transport was the subject 
matter of speeches made by Lieut.-Col. the 
Right Hon. Wilfrid Ashley, M.P., British 
Minister of Transport, and other speakers, at 
a dinner of the Institute of Transport in Lon- 
don, under the chairmanship of Sir Lynden 
Macassey. 

Colonel Ashley, proposing “The Institute 
of Transport and the Transport Industry,” 
said it was quite obvious that we had practi 
eally reached in the railway services the limit 
of speed, and as regarded sea transport, 
though a knot or two more might possibly 
‘be knocked out of the liners and tramps, any 
considerable increase of speed was out of the 
question in that direction. Whether road 
speed was to be increased he knew not, but 


he did not think it could hopefully be looked 
for. Therefore, we must look to aviation for 
quicker passenger and mail commuopication al! 
over the world. So far as Britain was con- 
cerned, it seemed to him that the iron horse 
of the well-tried railways must for long re 
main the primary means of communication, 
and he was glad to see that this year would 
see the centenary celebration of railways, at 
which 800 delegates from abroad would be 
present. Both he and the Government fully 
appreciated the difficult times through which 
the railways. were now passing. But, 
just as in the coal industry employers and 
employed had come together to see whether 
something better could be evolved for their 
industry in its fight with foreign competition. 
so they hoped that all concerned in the rai! 
ways might combine to see whether they 
could not mitigate the burden which was 
now. borne by the shareholders, and in a 
minor degree by the employés in that great 
industry. Concerning the roads, he wads sup 
posed to have barrels full of gold in the 
vaults at Whitehall Gardens, from which to 
give assistance to various interests. Though 
it was true that the increasing product of the 
Road Fund enabled him to assist where as- 
sistance was greatly needed, they must not 
bind themselves. to the necessities of the 
future, The number of motors had trebled 
in the last decade, and unless the Govern 
ment continued to improve the great arterial 
roads, in ten or fifteen years communica- 
tion would be absolutely blocked, and the 
next generation would be faced by col 
expenditure. With regard to London traftic, 
he asked his hearers to be fair and just in 
their estimate of what was done under the 
Act for the carrying out of which he was 
now responsible. Looking at the width of 
London streets, and the amount of traffic in 
them, they would agree that though improve- 
ment might, and would, take place, cunges 
tion in the centre of. London could not be 
cured unless they were prepared to spend 
scores: of millions—which, of course, they 
were not.

Ho further said the companies were not 
salisiied in 1922 that they were paying a rea- 
sonable rate. They considered the wages were 
far too hich. ig 
_In reply to Mr. Dobbie (N.U.R), Mr. 
Stephens said that, on the whole, the rates 
paid to railway men by the larger companies 
in 1913 were reasonable. but he agreed there 
were cases where the w ages were not adequate 
They were a very small percentage, on the 
whole. : 

Mr. Dobbie—Have vou thought of any 
other way of meeting the strain except by a 
reduction of this kind’? We are daily explor- 
ing every avenue to effect economy, ro we 
think this is a very small contribution, in- 
deed, to ask from the staff to help us. 

To Mr. Hewat—Mr. Stephens said that the 
railways were in a bad way owing to high 
working expenses and bad trade. It would re- 
quire a very large increase in business to put 
the position right. The companies could 
secure very substantial relief if the men’s 
unions would relax some of their stringent 
regulations—the eight hours’ day and guaran- 
teed week, and ail that. 

CASE FOR THE MEN. 

Mr. C. T. Cramp, making the case for the 
rejection of the propasals, said that the reduc- 
tion would lower the standard of living of 
71 grades of railway workers, and, in addi- 
tion, would throw out of gear and out 
of proportion the rest of the staffs left 
untouched by the reduction. The fixing of the 
rate of wages had only been arrived at after 
long and tedious consideration, and a flat rate 
reduction of 5s. per week would destroy the 
whole of the work and create a state of dis- 
content in the railway ‘service which would 
culminate in the most serious results. 

This application, if granted, would create 
the gravest dissatisfaction. He had appeared 
before too many tribunals of this kind to 
helieve it would be wise to say anything in
